LEGISLATORS DECLARE WAR 
ON SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM 


Plan to Cut Appropriation Because 
It’s “More Ornamental 
Than Useful.” 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 1$.—The 
School of Journalism of the Missouri 
State University at Columbia will soon 
be a thing of the past, if suggestions 
to be offered the House Committee on 
Appropriations are approved. According 
to influential members of both parties, 
this new university feature is more or- 

namental than useful. 

The opposition on the part of legisla- 
tors appears to have been intensified by 
a recent edition of the “University 
Missourian,’ which was devoted to a 
facetious attempt at ‘“‘yellow journal- 
ism.”’ * 

Walter Williams, dean of the School 
of Journalism, and formerly a member 
of the University Board of Curators, 
did more than any other man to get an 
appropriation for this purpose from the 
Legislature two years ago. 

The House Committee are determined 
not to increase the university appro- 
priation this year. In order to provide 
for needs of the university, they ex- 
pect to apply the pruning knife to the 
School of Journalisrh. 

‘Instead of teaching a correct under- 
standing of present-day journalism,”’ 
said a use member today, ‘‘the new 
school has simply toyed with the ethics 
of the newspaper profession.” 


INVENTOR SAYS SHIP BRAKE 
WILL STOP VESSEL QUICKLY 


New Device Is to Be Tested on 
Battleship Indiana at Phila- 


delphia Soon. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 16.—A company of 
Montreal business men has been formed 
to exploit a ship brake, the invention 
of Louis Lacoste of this city, son of 
Sir Alexander Lacoste. The invention 
is designed to stop a vessel suddenly. 
If successful, it will reduce the number 
of marine accidents Considerably. With 
the aid of his apparatus the inventor 
says he can bring any ship to a stand- 
still from the highest speed in half a 
length. 

Mr. Lacoste left yesterday for Phila- 
delphia, where a trial of the device 
will be made upon the battleship Indiana 
on March 20, before naval] experts of 
several powers. If the trials are suc- 
cessful it is believed that the brake wil) 
be attached to all United States war- 
ships. 

The brake consists of two giant wings 
fitted below the water line on either 
side of the vessel. On the Indiana 
the dimensfons of each wing wil! be 
thirteen feet by six feet.

Former State Treasurer Tells 
of His Efforts to Adjust 
Differences. 





NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 16.—Mrs. 
E. W. Carmack was the first witness 
today when the trial of the Coopers 
and ex-Sheriff Sharp for the murder of 
the former Senator. was begun. While 
she was on the stand her som, named 
for his. father, stood beside , he and 
tried to console her. 

Her testimony, which was confined 
to establishing the identity of her hus- 
band and the fact of his death, was 
punctuated by sobs. She was not cross- 
examined. 

E. B. Craig, former State Treasurer, 
testified as te the efforts of different 
parties to adjust matters between ex- 
Senator Cramack and Col. Cooper. He 
told of having approached Carmack in 
regard to the matter, and when he re- 
ported to Col. Cooper that he could do 
nothing with Carmack, he said Cooper 
declared: 

“Then, by ——, this note goes.’’ 
Craig said that Cooper addressed a 
message to Carmack, in which he used 
the terms “‘ingrate and scoundrel,’’ and 
wrote that one of them “must go.’’ 
The editorial which appeared in Car- 
mack’s paper, the Tennesseean, on Nov. 
9, which referred to Col. Cooper as the 
“diplomat of the Zweibund,’’ was today 
made a part of the court record of the 
case.. 

The editorial was a satirical reference 
to Cooper for bringing about a confer- 
ence between Goy. Paiterson and ex- 
Gov. John I. Cox, who was the Govern- 
or’s political enemy. 


Husband and Wife Devoted. 
It is thought that Mrs. Carmack 


never would have consented to be a 
witness were it not to give the lie to 
ugly gossip which has been common 
here among a certain, class of her hus- 
band’s enemies for the past several 
weeks. 

No matter what gossip mongers may 
say, men and women who were close 
to ‘‘Ned’’ Carmack and his wife say 
they were devoted to each other. Mrs. 
Carmack is a woman of a high order 
of intelligence and one who was thor- 
oughly in touch with all her husband’s 
brilliance und aspirations. 

Col. Cooper danced her on his knee 
when she was a baby. One of his 
daughters was her bridemaid when 
“‘Ned”” Carmack, then a budding news- 
paper man and just beginning tO make 
his pen felt in the public affairs of 
Tennessee, led her to the altar. Mrs. 
Carmack had been taught al! her life 
up to the dark afternoon in November 
last when her husband was rushed in 
a minute into eternity, to think of Dun- 
can Brown Cooper as a gentleman. 

The night of Nov. 9, when Mrs. Car- 
mack came from Columbia to claim her 
dead, it was not with vengeance in her 
heart. Her reason went that night for 
a few hours and a friend who stood be- 
side her heard her beg God not to let 
the ‘spirit of vengeance or hatred enter 
her heart.

While Judge Dillon, her counsel, re- 
viewed the testimony of Mrs. William’J. 
Lemp and her witnesses that her ‘hus- 
band had knocked her down and cursed 
her, Mrs. Lemp sat at her counsel’s ta- 
ble and frequently raised her lace hand- 
kerchief to her eyes to stop the flow_of 
tears. Lemp sat in a chair in the jury 
box, paying close attention to the argu- 
ment, but he appeared little affected 
by it. ‘ 

Judge Dillon, after urging that Mrs. 
Lemp was entitled to a divorce on the 
ground of desertion alone, devoted the 
greater part of his argument to pleading 
that Mrs. Lemp be allowed a large sum 
as alimony in gross, not a monthly or 
yearly sum. He also devoted some time 
to urging that Mrs. Lemp be given the 
custody of the child, William J. Lemp 
III, saying: 

**Mr.

“She has shown supreme endurance 
and a capacity to suffer what few 
women would have endured. How 
many women would have submitted to 
such treatment? But she loved him 
and believed that some time or other 
he would change. 

“Now for the next forty or fifty years 
does she have to be dependent on get- 
ting a monthly check from Mr. Lemp, 
and must she continue to go on in this 
way for years with a mere pittance? 

“Wealth May Be Wiped Out.” 

“Mr. Lemp is able to pay a liberal all- 
mony in gross and still have left an im- 
mense fortune, more than one man in @ 
million has. 

“Has she got to be subjected to the 
ups and downs of his business? His 
wealth may be wiped out. The brew- 
ery business may decline and break up, 
and she may be without a cent. 

“There is also the possibility of him 

getting married again. Others may. be 
dependent on him, and “if his wealth 
should be reduced to a mere ordinary 
income, she would suffer, while the 
others would be taken care of. 
“Mr. Lemp as a father did not show 
proper regard for his child. Though he 
was only across the street for six 
weeks, he did not enter the Lemp yard 
to see’ the child. The Court must take 
into account the father’s former life, 
the fact that he has no religious be- 
liefs and the treatment of his wife, in 
determining the future custody of this 
child.

Home of Kansas City Dry 
Goods Merchant Invaded 
by Armed Miscreant. 








KANSAS CITY, Feb. 16.—Armed with 
a revolver in one hand and a dynamite 
bomb in the other, a man apparently 
about 40 years of age today entered the 


home of Lawrence M. Jones, president 


of the Jones Brothers Dry Goods Co. of 
this city, and demanded $7000. 

By a ruse Mr. Jones overpowered the 
man, who was arrested. 

At the police station the bomb threwer 
gave the name of C. H. Garnett. He 
appeared at the Jones home, 2613 Troost 
avenue, shortly before noon and asked 
for Mr. Jones. 
library. 

Mr. Jones, upon entering the library, 


was confronted by the intruder’s re- 
volver. The man told Mr. Jones that 
unless the latter gave him $7000 he would 
immediately blow him into atoms. 

Jones began talking with his visitor, 
and after an hour Mrs. Jones entered 
the room. She was ordered to sit down 
and a son who came later was also 
made a prisoner. The conversation was 
kept up for three hours. 

Mr. Jones then suggested that as he 
did not have the necessary funds in the 
house the man accompany him to the 
bank. The man agreed. As the pair 
were passing through the lower hall Mr. 
Jones stepped suddenly back and placing 
his foot in front of his visitor, hurled 
him to the floor. Mr. Jones and his son 
then overpowered the man and stripping 
him of his weapons called the police. 

The bomb did not explode when the 
intruder fell. At tne police station it 
was said that the officers had not in- 
vestigated the bomb and would not do 
50... 

Jones is one of the vest known dry 
goods merchants of the country. He Is 
reputed to be worth over a million dol- 
lars.

President-Elect Sets Doubts 
at Rest as to Portfolio 
for Senator. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—President- 
elect Taft arrived here at 6:30 o'clock 
this morning from Cincinnati over the 


Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. Shortly 
thereafter he Went to the White House 
to breakfast with the President. 

The trip from Cincinnati was without 
rFincident. 

President-elect and Mrs. Taft later 
went to the home of Miss Mabel Board- 
man, which will be their home during 
their stay here. 

It is Mrs. Taft's intention to go to 
New York tomorrow on a shopping 
tour. 

Just before going to the White 
House for his conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt this afternoon, Presi- 
dent-elect Taft set at rest all doubts 
that may have existed as to the ques- 
tion of Senator Knox's entry into the 
Cabinet. 

“IT ofrered the portfolio of Secretary 
of State to Senator Knox and he ac- 
cepted it. Nothing has occurred to 
make him change his decision,” said 
the President-elect. 

In conversation with Senators Knox 
and Lodge early in the day Taft said 
that he had not doubted at any time 
that Congress could and would pass 
the legislation necessary to legalize 
the former’s acceptance of the port- 
folio. 

“I do not like 40 put Mr. Knox in 
the position of ignoring the Consti- 
tutional knowledge expounded on the 
House floor, but he will be in the Cab- 
inet.” said Mr. Taft, laughingly. “As 
I see the section of the Constitution, 
it is intended only to prevent @ man 
receiving actual) benefit from an of- 
fice which is created, or the emolu- 
ments of which are increased during 
his term of service in Congress. By 
the action taken the evil has been 
remediéd.” 

At noon the President-elect received 
a final report of the Board of Con- 
sulting Engineers who accompanied 
him on the Panama trip. It recom- 
mended that the canal be completed 
on the lock pian.

It is 
very evident that Judge H. S. Priest 
did not expect when he paid the $50,000 
into court yesterday that before he could 
get out of town there would be a de- 
mand that his company be completely 
ouséed, for he went away perfectly sat- 
isfied just before the Attorney-General 
filed his reply. 

If any move !s made to enforce the law 
which prevents one corporation from 
owning the stock of another, John Ken- 
nish, at least, does not expect it to 
come from Priest. He is interested in 
the public utilities of St. Louis, which 
ure owned by the nonresident North 
American Co. 


Tried to Protect Pierce. 
The utilities of KaMmsas City are owned 


by New Jersey corporations and so, too, 
are the utilities of St. Joseph, so that 
working in that direction would hurt 
friends that Priest would rather pro- 
tect. 
When the Supreme Court issued its 
decree ousting the subsidiary companies 
of the big Standard Oi] Trust, it tried to 
save the Waters-Pierce company from 
complete dissolution because Pierce 
claimed that as a minority stockholder 
he had tried to obey the law. 
The part of the decree that the Wa- 
ters-Pierce company wholly ignored pro- 
vides that the company cannot operate 
till it has provided the Court with con- 
clusive evidence that it has reorganized 
and has cut loose from all combinations 
to control prices. 

The Court had given one extension of 
a month, now the State is demanding 
action. It is altogether likely that the

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15.—At_ the 
trial of Patrick Calhoun on an indict- 
ment charging bribery, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Francis J. Heney today 
resented the demeanor of a witness on 
the stand and declared that he had 
“drawn a line over which no living man 
may step in villifying him.’’ 

Samuel J. Leake, who was summoned 
to the stand during the examination of 
veniremen because of an allegation that 
he had endeavored to purchase an in- 
terest in the haberdashery business con- 
ducted by a brother of one of the jurors, 
warned Mr. Heney that he could make 
certain revelations concerning the prose- 
cutor’s past. Leake, who had been ques- 
tioned as to his visits to a saloon, said: 

“I think it very tmproper for you to 
refer to these things, Mr. Heney. I 
could tell of places-I saw you’’— 

That’ll Be About All.” 

“I want you to stop that right now,” 
interrupted Heney. “I don’t propose 
that you shall make any more threats. 
You are here to answer questions.” 

“There is one conversation you don’t 
care to refer to,’’ retorted the witness. 
“There Was one when you went up the 
back way into the Call office and tried 
to go back on Phelan and Spreckles.’’—— 

“That's all there will be of that,” said 
Heney. “I took this sort of thing from 
Henry Ach (attorney for Abraham Reuf) 
for months, until it led to an attempt at 
assassination, and after this I want it 
understood that I won't take it from 
any man living. If Y am going to be 
shot again, 111 be shot in front, not 
from behind, nor from the side.’’ 

Lewis F. Byington of the defense here 
took exception, saying: ‘‘We believe 
that the District Attorney should rec- 
ognize the limits of hig duty in exam- 
ining a witness.’’ 

Heney Draws a Line. 

Mr. Heney, rising, pitched his voice 
so that it penetrated beyond the room 
and said: 

“This District Attorney is doing his 
duty as such, but before I am a District 
Attorney I am an American citizen, 
and in that capacity I want to say right 
here and now that I draw a line over 
which no living man may step. For 
months I took all the villification that 


could be heaped upon me merely “te 


cause I dared to do my duty, which 
someone had to do, but I am through 
with it now, and I want this thoroughly 
understood.”’

The loss of life has not been ascer- 
tained, but reports say that 30 persons 
have been killed and many others in- 
jured. 

“Many of the inhabitants are without 
shelter. Sivas has a population of 6000 
families, composed of 43,122 persons. 

Sivas is an inland city directly north 
of Jerusalem and about 100 miles south 
of the Black Sea.

BUDAPEST, Feb. 16.—An earthquake 
ghock lasting for 10 seconds was felt 
today in the districts of Keeshemst, 
Nagy Koros, Czegled and Felegymaza. 
The inhabitants fled in terror to the 
wcountry.

of Guerrero. Many of the survivors 
are badly injured. 

United States Consul Maxwell Moore- 
head and his assistant, Fred Hummel, 
who, with thetr families, occupied a 
box in the theyter, escaped uninjured. 
The fate of tke guest of honor, the 
visiting Governyr, is in doubt. 


Fire Leyped to Drapery. 


The theater was a wooden structure, 
with three narrow exits. More than 
1000 persons crowded into the place 
Sunday night to witness the special 
performance, 

The theater had been decorated with 
flags and bunting, in honor of the vis- 
iting Governor. While the moving pic- 
tures were being thrown on the stage 
screen and the house was in dark- 
ness, there wag a sudden flash from 
the picture mag¢ghine and a tongue of 
flame from a hurning film leaped to a 
nearby string of bunting. It fastened 
itself on the drapery, shot clear around 
the parquet, an by the time the au- 
dience realized what had happened, the 
building was burning. ' 

Bodies Blocked Firemen. 

It was an utter impossibility for the 
crowd to escape through the three small 
exits. When the Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, aroused by the screams of 
the imprisoned men and women, reached 
the theater with their meager fire-fight- 
ing apparatus, they found the little 
doors choked with human bodies. The 
firemen could neither drag them from 
the deerways nor penetrate the en- 
trances to rescue any who might be 
alive within. ‘Fhe firemen were forced 
to limit their efforts to saving adjoin- 
ing buildings. 

The Governmant telegraph office, near 
the theater, was badly damaged by the 
fire and for a while the wires were,/out 
of service. One of the messages re- 
ceived here said that 235 bodies had 
been recovered from the ruins of the 
theater, but this report has not been 
confirmed. 

The municipal authorities insisted 
upon the immediate interment of the 
bodies, without waiting for efforts at 
| identification. Large trenches were dug 
land the dead were buried as fast as 
they were taken from the ruins. 


Official Records Saved, 

The performance in honor of the vis- 
iting Governor was considered a social 
affair of great importance, and many of 
the first families of Acapulco were at- 
tending. Many of them perished in the 
fire. 

The Postoffice and the Customs House 
were damaged, but most of the Govern- 
ment records were saved. 

Acapulco, with about 5000 population, 
is on the western coast of the State of 
Guerrero. It is one of the three best 
ports of Mexico’s Pacific Coast. The 
harbor is considered tne best in Mexico, 
and most of the steamer lines plying 
those waters make the city a port of 
call. The climate ts unhealthful, and 
there are few Americans there. , 


20 FEET-OF WIRE COILED 
IN ARTERY SAVES HIS LIFE 


Patient Recovering From One of 
the Most Dangerous Operations 


Known to Surgeons. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 16.—Twenty 
feet of silver wire coiled inside the 
aorta—the great artery leading from his 
heart—probabiy has saved the life of 
Richard Wheaton, a retired British sol- 
dier. He is recovering from the opera- 
tion, one of the most delicate and dan- 
gerous known to modern surgery. Dr. 
D. C. Barber, superintendent of the hos- 
pital, performed the operation. 

When.the patient was admitted to the 
hospital recently the doctors found he 
was suffering from an aneurism. 

At one point in the aorta, the wall of 
the artery was so thin that pressure 
of the blood had all but blown it out. 
The doctors decided to interpose an 
artificial wall in front of the wounded 
spot. An incision was made disclosing 
the artery and a hollow needle was 
thrust Into’it. The fine silver wire was 
passed through the hole in the needle. 
It was so fine that when the end came 
in contact with the opposite wall of the 
artery it turned, and, as more wire was 
pushed in, it curved round and round, 
forming a spiral the size of the artery, 
and thus traveled along the artery.

porations out of itself, all intended to evade its 
own original responsibiMties to the laws which 
created it. — |

dependent corporation, fulfilling the lawful pur- 
poses of its creation, cannot be. Nor can political 
institutions, based on law, demanding individual 
responsibility and making the rights and duties 
of citizenship paramount survive as against any 
attempt at organizing an irresponsible system 
intended to supersede them.

Gov. Hadley’s reported plan for the creation of 
a commission to study the liquor traffic and the 
working of laws and methods adopted in other 
states and countries to control and regulate it 
for the guidance of the State Legislature in de- 
vising laws on the subject, is sane and sensible. 
The only sound basis of legislation is full knowl- 
edge of the prinriples, the facts and the results 
of experiences and experiments in the past. 

The Governor ¢ right in saying that the liquor 
question is social, not political. Social questions 
are delicate and {ntricate. They require the most 
intelligent consiferation and treatments. Effi- 
cient legislation for the regulation of social cus- 
toms and conduct can only be framed by careful 
study and wise cumprehension of social forces and 


| tendencies: 


Never was there such reckless plunging in ex- 
perimental legislation on the subject of liquur 
traffic as there is today. Most of the experiments 
are not only futile but disastrous. They inter- 
fere with the private conduct of citizens, disturb 
conditions, destryy property and deprive thou- 
sands of the meays of living without accomplish- 
ing the desired object. Extreme measures are 
always futile. Prohibition does not prohibit and 
excessive regulation nullifies regulative laws. 

There is a chaotic jumble of proposals bearing 
upon the liquor traffic before our State Legisla- 
ture; nor is thig condition exceptional. Prac- 
tically every state legislature is afflicted with a 
flood of bills on ¢he subject. Some of them vio- 
late fundamental principles of government. Many 
of them disregard public policy and defy the les- 
sons of experience. Most of them ignore human 
nature and the strongest social forces. Nearly 
all are raw, crude¢, impracticable. It is better to 
learn from the experience of others than engage in 
disastrous experiment. 

The whole probtem of liquor legislation should 
be divorced from the hysteric emotionalism and 
evangelism which are now the most conspicuous 
factors in the attempt to influence public opinion 
and legislative bodies. It should be placed upon a 
basis of scientific inquiry and sober judgment. 

There is no suser method of énforcing public 
opinion and guiding legislative action into safe 
channels than by thorough inveStigation. The 
work of a well-sejected commission created not 
for the purpose of vegulating the liquor traffic, but 
to obtain information and make recommendations 
based upon its researches would be invaluable at 
this time. We nyed light.

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BALLOT REFORM.

Our present ballot system requiring separate 

ballots for each party and compelling voters to 
scratch the name of each candidate for whom 
he does not want to vote and write in the name 
of each candidate for whom he wants to vote is 
antiquated and clumsy. It discourages indepen- 
dent voting. It makes for slow voting and slow 
counting. It is costly. 
- Ballot reform is an essential part of election 
reform. Our election laws are in the main shaped 
by party bosses for the promotion of partisan- 
ship and the benefit of party organizations. Let 
us have amended laws for the benefit of citizens 
who want good government.

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MISSOURI MEMORIAL 
The bill to be introduced in the Missouri Gen- 
eral Assembly, asking for an appropriation of 
$100,000 for the erection of a Missouri memorial 
in the Vicksburg National Cemetery Park, would 
seem to deserve passage as tending to emphasize 
the important part played by Missouri soldiers 
in one of the greatest sieges in all the history of 
war. : 

Missouri’s contribution to the militant forces 
confronting each other at Vicksburg reached 4 
total of 42 commands, 27 of which were Union 
and 15 Confederate. The Missourians thus en- 
listed under opposing standards fought bravely 
Union and Confederate troops alike believing that 
they were fighting for the right, and their 
courage and devotion call for recognition from 
their State. Such recognition is desirable for the 
maintenance of Missouri’s proper place in history 
as taught by a study of the Civil War’s great 
battlefields. 

It is for the State to insure this recognition. 
The necessary appropriation should be granted 
by a vote in which party lines are not drawn.

If not a person, why, then, is a woman or 
anyone who aids her, guilty of manslaughter if the 
schild is disposed of any time at all in the action of 
the year precedinghis birth?

The Democratic members of the House 
of Delegates seeking renomination will 
be invited to meet Chairman Ward of 
the Democratic City Committee, prob- 
ably Thursday, fo discuss a plan for 
their voluntary retirement. Delegates 
Connell of the Twenty-fifth Ward and 
Wiedmer of the Thirteenth have agreed 
to withdraw if the other menibers will. 
The Democratic City Ce™mittee is re- 
luctant to accept the present situation 
as final, realizing that the party’s suc- 
cess will be imperiled in the April elec- 
tion by an undesirable House of Dele- 
gates ticket. 

The delegates out for renomination 
and re-election are ‘‘Jiggers’’ Gallagher 
of the Third Ward, John Golden of the 
Fourth, Isaac Conran of the Fifth, Fred 
Wiedmer of the Thirteenth, M. J. To- 
bin of the Fourteenth, W. J. Brennan 
of the Sixteenth, John J. O’Brien of 
the Twentieth, Frank Hussey of the 
Twenty-second, J. F. Connell of the 
Twenty-fifth and James T. Brennan 
of the Twenty-sixth. 

Delegates Langsdale of the Twentieth, 
Wollett: of the Twenty-third and Mc- 
Shane of the Twenty-seventh are not 
candidates for re-election. 

It was the original plan of the Dem- 
ocratic City Committee to retire all the 
Democratic members of the House, but 
the committeemen found that they could 
not control the situation. Some of them 
did not try. 

Chairman Ward is trying to work 
out the plan of the committee, and will 
accomplish it if he can get the, candi- 
renomination to step aside. 
While the prospects of success are not 
flattering, Mr. Ward and his associates 
,n the committee think the effort well 
worth making.

$100 OF $225,000 ESTATE 
GOES TO ST. LOUIS BROTHER 


Charity and Negro Servants Given 
Practically All of Kansas City 
Man’s Wealth. 


Frederic Schattner, a poftrait paint- 

er, of 440 Nebraska avenue, will re- 
ceive only $100 from the $225,000 estate 
of his brother, Charles Schattner, sa- 
oon keeper and Republican politician 
of Kansas City. Charitable organiza- 
tions and negro servants get — 
ly all the estate. 

Schattner, the artist, said Tuesday that 
he was surprised he was even men- 
tioned in the will. 

According to dispatches, $37,000 of the 
estate was left to the George H. Nettle- 
ton Home in Kansas City, and $87,000 








was left in individual bequests to 
friends and relatives. A negro porter 
and negro housekeeper each received 
$10,000. 


‘“‘My brother Charley and I have had 
nothing to do with each other for sev- 
eral years,” sald Frederic Schattner 
Tuesday. ‘‘He was executor without 
bond of my father's estate, which “vas 
valued at about $500,000. I was not sat- 
isfied with the way he handled the es- 
tate and, although I settled with him, 
we have not had anything to do with 
each other since that time. 

“IT don’t know whether I shall bring 
suit to break his will. I shall wait un- 
til I hear from my brother Eugene, who 
was a partner of Charley.’’

Physician Says He Was Not 


Worried Over Loss of Cam- 
paign Wagers. 





Neither the police nor the family of 
William Baggot, the real estate dealer 
who disappeared from his home, 1463 
Union boulevard, last Saturday after- 
noon, have learned anything of his 
whereabouts. Mr. Baggot. had been suf- 
fering from grip, and was being treated 


for it by Dr. William L. Nelson of 1483 
Union boulevard. 

“While we have made every effort to 
find Mr. Baggot, we have no trace of 
him anywhere,” said Dr. Nelson Tues- 
day morning. “I hardly believe he is in 
the city, for he was so well known that 
if he were here someone wayld have 
reported him. 

“It is not known how:much money he 
had in his pocket when he left the 
house, but it could not have been any 
considerable sum. Mental derangement 
frequently follows an attack of grip, and 
it may be that Mr. Baggot has left the 
city as a result af such trouble. We 
do not believe that he has been injured 
for he had no enemies. | He was an un- 
usually well-balanced man in ordinary 
health, and was not given to worry. 

Not Worrted by Loss of Money. 

‘‘While he lost considerable money bet- 
ting on Dave Ball, still I do not think it 
gave him any uneasiness. If it had wor- 
ried him, I think he would have shown 
it before this. 

‘His family relations were of ‘the most 
agreeable sort. He never left the city 
on a business trip unless his wife knew 
of it before, and he seldom went out 
of the house at night without taking his 
wife or some member of the family. 

“He has a son, King Baggot, an actor, 
who is now playing in ‘Mrs. Wiggs of 
the Cabbage Patch,’ who is in either 
Memphis or Nashville, Tenn., this weex. 
It was thought probable that Mr. Bag- 
got might have gone to see his son. 
King. Baggot was promptly notified of 
his father’s absence and has been on 
the lookout for him, but has not seen 
him.”’

The city division of the National Ger- 
man-American Alliance has decided to 
take an active part in spring cam- 
paign. While it is not affiliated with 
any political party it proposes to’ in- 
vestigate all candidates on all tickets 
and aid in the election of ciean, capable 
and honest men for all municipal offices, 
including the Council and House of Del- 
egates. 

Bernhard Koesters, president of the 
committee, and Dr. George E. Krapf, 
secretary, say that no saloon keepers 
will be indorsed. 

The alliance does not desire to suggest 
candidates, but wit? investigate the rec- 
ords of \ candidates and then ‘make 
recommendations to the members. Three 
rules have been laid down for the 
guidance of the committee in making its 
decisions: 

First the cafididate, to get the recom- 
mendation of the committee, must have 
unquestioned integrity; second, he must 
show capability for the office he seeks, 
and third, the candidate must not be a 
saloonkeeper. 

The alliance will co-operate.with other 
organizations in the election of capable 
men and if the candidates of neither 
party are considered fit, it will unite 
with public spirited citizens in proposing 
independent - candidates. 


ST. LOUISAN OWNS A RARE 
PORTRAIT OF WASHINGTON 


William H. Davjs of 426 Laclede ave- 
nue is the owner of a rare oil painting 
of George Washington, which was 
awarded to his great-grandfather in 
1798 as a prize for target shooting. 

George Washington is supposed to 
have posed for the picture at the begin- 
ning of his first administration. After 
the Revolutionary War the picture was 
awarded to William Davis, who fought 
under Gen. Washington during the war. 
The painter of the picture is unknown. 

As a sacred remembrance of the great 
General it has passed down from the 
father to the eldest son. The original 
molding which surrounded it-fell apart 
from age. The canvas was placed in a 
new frame and varnished to prevent its 
fading. 

On the 22d of January the picture, ac- 
cording to family custom, is decorated 
with United States flags. Mr. Davis 
has been offered large sums of money 
for the picture, but has refused them. 
At his death the picture will pass to 
his son, William.

He said such an 
approach would have a grade of from 
4% per cent to 6 per cent, which is too 
great for heavy hauling.

TILLMAN PROBING RECORDS OF

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Senator Till- 
man has written to the, Navy Depart- 
ment asking for the efficiency records 
of Commander Sims, the President’s 
naval aide, and Commander Marsh, son- 
in-law of Rear Admiral Evans, retired, 
who a few months ago piled his ship, 
the auxiliary cruiser Yankee, on the 
rocks of the New England coast. 

This request is interpreted at the Navy 
Department as meaning that the South 
Carolina Senator intends making a few 
remarks about the recent change in 
navy regulations made by President 
Roosevelt so as to permit commanders 
to have charge of battleships. 

Among naval officers the understand- 
ing is that Sims ‘Is to be assigned to 
the Michigan as soon 4s she is com- 
missioned and that the President is 
thinking of giving Marsh an equally 
good command. The idea among Sen- 
ators is that Sims is merely a favorite 
of President Roosevelt and that Marsh 
should consider himself lucky to be per- 
mitted to remain on the active list after 
sending the Yankee to the rock pile.

Washington avenue wholesale houses 
are thronged with buyers from the 
West, Southwest, "South and Southeast. 
From the way business is opening up 


the jobbers expect that the year 1909 


will equal or surpass that o.

It is estimated that on account of the 


depression the Washington

Expect to Break Records. 


Owing to the radical changes in styles 
last year the wholesale millinery trade 
was better than -ever before in 8t. 
Louis. The Washington avenue job- 
bers say that 1909 will be the greatest 
year in history for them. The shoe 
business showed comparatively little de- 
cline last year, and all the Washing- 
ton avenue houses have set their sales 
marks for 1908 at a million or two dol- 
lars above the high-water sales of 1907. 

It is estinvated that fully 600 visiting 
merchants a day arrive in St. Louis. 
All the big wholesale houses are 
thronged to the roof with buyers. The 
hotels are crowded but are taking good 
care of the visitors. 

An official of the Rice-Stix Dry Goods 
Co. said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“We are having a big house trade. 
Merchants began to arrive early in Jan- 
uary and promise to continue to come 
well into March. Those in the city at 
present are principally from Texas, 
Oklahoma, Mississippi and Kansas.

“The St. Louis trade territory is no 
longer limited to any section. We have 
big buyers. here from the far North- 
west, and only this week we had a mer- 
chant from British Columbia looking 
over the dry goods lines. He was 50 
well pleased that he bought In several 
departments, including a large line of 
hosiery and similar goods. 

“Our increased hotel service is taking 
g00d care of these merchant visitors 
Before the season is’ over, probably 
i0,000 merchants will have been here. 

“The volume of business just now is 
taxing us to our capacity. We believe 
the jobbers are handling 15 per cent 
more in yards and dozens than ever be- 
fore, not excepting the year 197. Fully 
2 to 30 per cent more business is being 
done by the St. Louis dry goods houses 
than was done last year. There is no 
speculation in merchandise going on. 

“Buyers are conservative, but their 
purchases reflect the strong. healthy 
demand of the consumer and show a 
sure return of normal business condl- 
tions throGdghout the country.”

Max Stern, secretary of the Rothschild 
Bros. Hat Co., said: ‘“‘The hat busi- 
ness is excellent. Buyers are coming 
in from all parts of the country and are 
placing good orders. Conditions indicate 
as good or better trade than in 1907, 
which was the banner year on the ave- 
nue. Merchants -are coming into the 
store in great numbers every day and 
the outlook is exceedingly encouraging. 
The substantial results in the way of 
orders presages a splendid year for the 
wholesale hat business.”’ 

W. H. Sloan. director of the Hamil- 
ton-Brown Shoe Co., said: “The shoe 
business is better. than ever. Our saies 
for 1907 were $12,027.311.67 and for 1908 
they were $11.585,163.52. Our loss was 
less than half a ,million dollars last 
vear, and this year we confidently ex- 
pect it to exceed by at least $1,300,000 
the business of 1907. 

“The farmers everywhere are pros- 
perous. They are getting their own 
prices for their products. The statis- 
ties of the Department of Agriculture 
show that the agricultural products of 
the country were valued at $7,778;000,000 
last yeer.
